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Continuation of 11. The issue regarding the clainned limitation "exposed surfaces of the provided substrate" has been addressed in the 
final Office action. Specifically, the structure depicted In Fig.1 of Gardner comprises exposed surfaces, which reads on the claimed 
limitation. Note that the claimed fist step of "providing a substrate...." inevitably results in a substrate having exposed surfaces. All that 
is called for in the claim is a plasma treatment of the exposed surfaces of the provided substrate (emphasis added), which does not 
necessarily mean that the surfaces of the substrate defined by the claimed first step is directly exposed under plasma envlroment without 
any intervening layer. In this respect, Gardner's process anticipates the claims as noted in the rejection. . 
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
